CLERK: 26 ayes, 0 nays, Mr. President, on the advancement of

PRESIDENT: The bill is advanced. LB 816A, please.

CLERK: Mr. President, 816A, by Senator Warner. (Read title.)

PRESIDENT: Senator Warner.

SENATOR WARNER: Mr. President and members of the Legislature,
this is the A bill. I think I neglected to indicate earlier
that the fee change occurs January 1lst of next year and so the
first year's appropriation is only for the first...or, excuse

me, for the last six months of the current fiscal year
that...which we are appropriating and then the second yvear is
for the...for the full year.
